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Blanshard Asks: Can Nuncio to 
Fire Be U. S. Citizen? 


The American archbishop who is now serving as Papal Nuncio to Ireland 
has lost his U. S. citizenship under Section 349 of the McCarran Immigration 
and Nationality Act, Paul Blanshard contended in a petition which he filed 


with the American Embassy in Dublin last month. 


Blanshard, author of 


Communism, Democracy and Catholic Power (Beacon Press) and a POAU 


National Advisory Councilman, cited 
subsection (4) (A) and (B) of Sec- 
tion 349 (a) of the Act, which says 
that an American citizen shall lose 
his nationality by “accepting, serving 
in, or performing the duties of any 
office, post, or employment under the 
government of a foreign state or a 
political subdivision thereof, for 
which office, post, or employment an 
oath, affirmation, or declaration of 
allegiance is required... .” 

The Vatican Press Service in Rome 
immediately denied Blanshard’s con- 
tention on the theory that all pon- 
tifical agents “represent not the Vat- 
ican State but the supreme pontiff, 
the Holy See, and the church in ex- 
clusively religious and ecclesiastical 
matters.” POAU Executive Director 
Glenn L. Archer characterized this as 
an attempt by the Vatican “to dou- 
ble-talk its way out of a bad situa- 
tion of its own making.” Archer con- 
tinued: 

“The Vatican has repeatedly stated 
that it regards itself as a sovereign 
power entitled to all the prerogatives 
which ‘nations’ or ‘states’ accord to 
the representatives of other ‘nations’ 
or ‘states.’ Archbishop O’Hara is the 
person designated by the Vatican to 
represent it in an exchange of ambas- 
sadors with the Republic of Eire, and 
he is the ranking member of the diplo- 
maticcorpsin Dublin. Paul Blanshard 
... has petitioned the American Em- 
bassy to apply the provisions of the 
McCarran Immigration Act to Arch- 
bishop O’Hara as it would to any 
other American citizen serving as an 
ambassador of a foreign state. Just 
as it is illegal for an American citi- 
zen to serve as the French ambas- 
sador to Ireland or Germany or 





Yugoslavia, it should also be illegal 
for an American citizen to serve as 
the Papal Nuncio to Ireland or Ger- 
many or Yugoslavia. 
Equality Desired 
“Tf the American government fails 
to apply the law in this case, it will 
be confessing that its policy is to 
dance to the Vatican’s tune. The 
Vatican changes colors like a chame- 
leon on this question of ‘church’ and 
‘state-—one moment it is a ‘church’

BLANSHARD PETITION 


The following is the text of the 
petition presented on February 16 by 
Paul Blanshard to the United States 
Embassy in Dublin, Ireland, to the 
Secretary of State of the United 
States, and to the Attorney General 
of the United States: 

The Petitioner, Paul 
clares:— 

(1) That he is a citizen of the United 
States, a resident of Thetford Center, Ver- 
mont, a member of the Bar of the State 
of New York, and that he has been for 
the past six months a temporary resident 
of Dublin. 

(2) That Gerald Patrick Aloysius O’Hara 
is a citizen of the United States, a former 
Bishop of Savannah, Georgia, a resident 
of Dublin since March 4, 1952, and the 
possessor of a United States passport on 
which he entered and left the United 
States in December, 1952. 

(3) That the said Gerald P. O’Hara also

POAU Challenges Sectarian 
Aspect of Luce Nomination 


Administration leaders were asked by POAU on February 9 to clarify the 
functions to be performed by Mrs. Clare Boothe Luce as the new U. S. Am- 
bassador to Italy. Executive Director Glenn L. Archer declared: 

“Mrs. Luce is a lady of distinction and ability, but what will her job be? 
The newspapers say that ‘as Ambassador to Italy’ she ‘is expected also to 


maintain a-close association with the 
Vatican.’ Surely, the leaders of the 
new administration are not going to 
make the error of attempting openly 
or covertly to resume a diplomatic 
alliance with the Vatican? This type 
of alliance has been overwhelmingly 
repudiated by the American people 
during the previous administration. 

“Mrs. Luce should go to Rome 
unly as our Ambassador to Italy—or 
else she should not go at all. The 
fact that she is a Roman Catholic 
has no bearing on her qualifications 
for this office and should not be con- 
sidered by the Senate in making its 
decision. Her belief in American 
principles—the separation of church 
and state, for instance—are much 
more to the point, and, in the opinion 
of many citizens, should be carefully 
inquired into before she is confirmed. 
Considering the recent close scrutiny 
into Dr. James Bryant Conant’s 
views on public and private educa- 
tion, it will appear to be suspicious 
indeed should Mrs. Luce’s appoint- 
ment be confirmed without an in- 
quiry into her understanding of the 
proper functions of the U. S. Am- 
bassador to Italy.” 

Apart from an unofficial comment 
by Senator Taft during a February 
9 radio interview, administration of- 
ficials made no immediate statement. 
The Vatican itself, however, leaped 
into the breach with face-saving dec- 
larations on February 10 and Febru- 
ary 11 in which it indignantly re- 
jected the very idea that it would 
consider secret or unofficial relations 
with any nation. “. . . no person 
having an official position in a diplo- 
matic mission accredited to the Ital- 
ian Government may at the same 
time display any diplomatic activity 
in the Vatican,” said L’Osservatore 
Romano on February 11. The first 
point—that the Vatican will deal 
only with fully accredited diplomats 
—represents a reversal of the policy 
which the Vatican pursued for 10 
years when it accepted Myron C. 
Taylor as the “personal” representa- 
tive of the President of the United 
States. The second point—that am- 
bassadors to Italy may not carry on 
official business with the Vatican— 
does not clear up the intention of 
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U. S. government officials, who, ac- 
cording to “highly placed sources” in 
Washington, contemplated that Mrs. 
Luce “also will serve as unofficial 
American representative to the Vat- 
ican” (Religious News Service, Feb- 
ruary 9). 


A Religious Test? 


A formal statement of POAU’s po- 
sition was submitted by Executive 
Director Glenn L. Archer on Feb- 
ruary 18 to the Senate Committee 
on Foreign Relations at the invita- 
tion of its chairman, Senator Alexan- 
der Wiley of Wisconsin. The state- 
ment follows: 


If the founders of this Republic could 
return today and observe the trend of 
public comment on the nomination of Mrs. 
Clare Boothe Luce as the United States 
Ambassador to Italy, they would be pro- 
foundly disturbed—for the discussion has 
emphasized the religious affiliation of the 
nominee in disregard of Article VI of the 
Constitution of the United States, which 
declares that “no Religious Test shall ever 
be required as a Qualification to any Office 
or Public Trust under the United States.” 
As the executive director of Protestants 
and Other Americans United for Separa- 
tion of Church and State (POAU), a 
national organization dedicated to the pres- 
ervation of religious liberty under the Con- 
stitution, I respectfully submit this state- 
ment to the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations in the hope that it may help to 
dispel the unhealthy atmosphere which has 
arisen. 

It is no part of POAU’s function to 
endorse or oppose any candidate for pub- 
lic office, and this statement is not to be 
construed as a condemnation of Mrs. Luce. 
For Mrs. Luce’s own sake, as well as for 
the sake of the country which she loves, 
the false and dangerous assumption that 
her Roman Catholicism is a “qualifica- 
tion” for the office which she is about to 
assume must be combatted. If we once 
grant that the Ambassador to Italy must 
be a Roman Catholic, then by the same 
logic we must also conclude that the Am- 
bassador to England must be a member 
of the Church of England, the Ambassador 
to Sweden must be a Lutheran, the Am- 
bassador to Israel must be a Jew, and so 
on, ad nauseum. Such an approach to 
public affairs would inevitably divide our 
citizenry into competing sectarian groups 
warring endlessly for the spoils of public 
office; such an approach would poison the 
wellsprings of our democratic way of life 
on the domestic scene as well as in the 
realm of foreign relations. It is my fer- 
vent prayer that the honorable members 
of the Senate of the United States will re-

Protestant Bans

try with no reason given; and Amer. 
ican leaders of the Church of Christ 
in Milan and at Serra Pedace in the 
Calabrian hills, who have been re. 
fused permission to post notices of 
services and ordered to close down on 
the ground that they are not a sect 
“recognized” by the state. 

An appeal by Caliandro to Prime 
Minister Alcide de Gasperi has 
brought only a curt reaffirmation of 
the order of expulsion. 





pudiate any suggestion that they consider 
Mrs. Luce’s religion as either a qualification 
or a disqualification for the post to which 
President Eisenhower has appointed her, 
Failure to do this will leave a doubt in 
the public mind both here and abroad as 
to whether the United States will be send- 
ing Mrs. Luce to Rome as the American 
Ambassador to Italy or the Roman Cath- 
olic-American Ambassador to Italy. 
On February 10 and February 11 Vat- 
ican spokesmen declared that the Holy See 
would not be a party to any arrangement 
by which Mrs. Luce would establish an 
unofficial United States liaison with the 
head of the Roman Catholic Church. 
The Vatican is to be commended for tak- 
ing this position, but it would have been 
far better, in my judgment, had a similar 
clarification come from those “highly 
placed sources” in Washington which, ac- 
cording to Religious News Service, had 
indicated on February 9 that Mrs. Luce

The new Masjumi program will cause unpleasant reactions among other reli- 
gious groups. If the Masjumi, through sheer force of numbers, succeeds 
in changing the basic principles of the constitution and adopting Islam into 
the state, then sooner or later the majority will dominate the minority

@ The New Hampshire legislature recently killed a bill which 
would have waived registration fees or local permit fees for busses 
owned by religious societies. 


@ Kidnapping charges have been placed by French police against four 
Roman Catholic priests, a nun, and five other persons who allegedly con- 
spired to transport two Jewish war orphans to Spain in order to keep them 
from being reared by relatives in the state of Israel. The children’s parents, 
Dr. and Frau Fritz Finaly of Austria, were killed by the Nazis during the 
war. The orphaned Robert and Gerald Finaly were then sheltered in the 
Children’s Municipal Home in Grenoble, where they were baptized into the 
Roman Catholic faith in 1948. Relatives in Israel sued for custody and 
were upheld by a court order—whereupon the children disappeared. A rep- 
resentative of Pierre Cardinal Gerlier of Lyons is reported to have gone to 
Spain in an effort to persuade Spanish churchmen to release the boys. 

@ A “sentence” of five years’ weekly church attendance and $500 
in fines was recently imposed on two Atlantic City still operators 
by Federal Judge Thomas M. Madden. The men were ordered to 
go te church regularly if they did not want to go to jail. Did 
Judge Madden think that he was exalting religion by equating it 
with jail? 

@ An “outright gift” of $1,500 in state funds for support of the Guardian 
Angel and Holy Epiphany orphanage at Leavenworth, Kans.—appropriated 
by the legislature in previous years—is being discontinued this year because 
Roman Catholic Archbishop Edward J. Hunkeler of Kansas City has de- 
cided that the home ought not to accept the money. “When Archbishop 
Hunkeler came to Kansas,” explained Topeka attorney Clarence J. Malone, 
“he asked why the home was down for state aid. I explained that the prac- 
tice was of long standing and actually has been an outright gift because the 
home and the state have no contractual relationship. . . . The archbishop 
said that he did not wish it to be a recipient of state money if it returned 
no special service to the state. . . .” POAU commends this action of the 
archbishop, but asks: Now, will all administrators of sectarian institutions 
receiving public bounty—both Roman Catholic and non-Roman Catholic— 
give up all illicit ties to the state, as this archbishop has done in this one 
instance? 

@ The Italian delegate to the recent world conference on birth 
control criticized the Roman Catholic hierarchy for insisting on one 
particular method of population control as the only way to avoid 
“mortal sin.” The delegate, Professor Vito S. Pesce of Bari Uni- 
versity, said that physicians, not theologians, should decide on the 
best methods. 


® Police officials of Syracuse, N. Y., were forced to back down recently 
after arresting Michael D’Elia, a Seventh-day Adventist, for keeping his 
barber shop open on Sunday. The local statute, when read more carefully, 
was found not to apply to persons observing a sabbath other than Sunday. 
But in other parts of New York State the prohibitions on Sunday work make 
no allowance for conscientious dissent, and the Protestant Council of New 
York City has therefore endorsed a request by 25 Jewish organizations and 
Seventh-day Adventist spokesmen for a modification of the law. . . . Several 
bills for liberalization of the Sunday laws were recently filed in the Massa- 
chusetts legislature. . . . In England, a recent bill to repeal certain restric- 
tions on Sunday activities was defeated in Parliament. During debate, the 
bill’s sponsor said that the Sunday observance acts do not teally help keep up 
church attendance in England, which, he said, has the lowest rate among 
northern and western European countries. 
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Bay State Lawmaker Calls 
Separation ‘Phony Maxim’ 


The principle of separation of 
church and state is “the phoniest 
maxim that ever came over the hill,” 
Representative Francis J. Good de- 
clared at a recent hearing of the 
Massachusetts legislature’s Consti- 
tutional Law Committee. At issue 
was a _ constitutional amendment 
sponsored by Representative Joseph 
P. Graham of Boston to make it pos- 
sible for “the Commonwealth [of 
Massachusetts] or any of its subdi- 
visions” to make “grants, appropri- 
ations, or uses of public money or 
property or loans of public credit for 
the purpose of founding, maintaining, 
or aiding schools, institutions of 
learning, colleges, universities, in- 
firmaries, hospitals, institutions of 
educational or charitable undertak- 
ings even though . . . privately owned 
and managed or are conducted under 
the supervision and control of a 
church, religious denomination, or so- 
ciety; provided, however, [that the 
institutions receiving aid are serving] 
public purposes . . . according to 
law.” 


The Graham amendment (Massa- 
chusetts House No. 1801) is backed 
by the Roman Catholic archdiocesan 
publication of Boston, The Pilot, but 
opposed by persons who believe that 
public funds should be administered 
by public rather than sectarian of- 
ficials. Graham, appearing alone to 
speak for his amendment, told the 
committee that he is primarily in- 
terested in obtaining a portion of fed- 
eral educational funds for non-public 
schools. 


Several witnesses warned against 
passage of the amendment. Dunbar 
Holmes, representing the Civil Lib- 
erties Union of Massachusetts, said 
that Graham’s measure “would not 
be good for democracy and would 
not be good for religion” because it 
would divide voters against one an- 
other on religious lines. Mrs. Wil- 
liam Striker of Concord declared that 
parents wishing private education 
for their children should not call upon 
the taxpayers to support them in that 
decision. Other opponents of the 
amendment included Mrs. Tom Flint 
of Concord, Mrs. Lillian A. R. Whit- 
man of Winchester, Mrs. Lawrence 
Newhall of Lynn, Arnold Felton of, 
Hull, and Joseph L. Richard of Har- 
vard. A number of church leaders 
also sent letters to the committee 
expressing their opposition to the 
amendment.

because it finds that condition advan- 
tageous; the next moment it is a 
‘state’ because it finds that condition 
advantageous. Ordinary Americans 
still believe that all citizens are 
equal before the law, and that Papal 
Nuncios O’Hara, Muench, and Hur- 
ley should not be allowed to do what 
other American citizens are forbidden 
to do.” 

Senator Pat McCarran, principal 
author of the much-criticized Immi- 
gration and Nationality Act, inter- 
vened in the dispute over Papal 
Nuncio O’Hara’s citizenship by issu- 
ing a statement on February 19 that 
“there is nothing in the . . . Act which 
would place the citizenship of a Papal 
Nuncio in jeopardy because of his 
office.” He went on to state that 
“the language of the new law and 
of the old are identical with respect 
to expatriation by acceptance of an 
office under a foreign government” 
—which nobody denies—and referred 
to Blanshard’s petition as an “at- 
tempt to harass a person of promi- 


nence .. . and create hostility to the 
Immigration and Nationality Act. 
..- He described the Act as “one 
of the best legislative accomplish- 
ments in the. history of Congress.” 

Subsequently, Senator McCarran 
was asked by the managing editor of 
Church and State to show specifi- 
cally why he thought the Papal 
Nuncio is exempt from the Immigra- 
tion Act. “Since your statement. . . 
does not explain why Papal Nuncios 
are exempted from the provisions of 
Section 349 (a) (4) (A) and (B) 
of Chapter 3 of the Act,” the POAU 
publicist wrote to the Senator, “I 
now put to you the following ques- 
tion: Do you, Senator McCarran, be- 
lieve that the Vatican is a state, a 
church, or both?” No reply has been 
received from Senator McCarran as 
this issue goes to press. 

Paul Blanshard filed a Supple- 
mentary Statement and Petition with 
regard to Papal Nuncio O’Hara on 
February 23.

New Cardinal Urges 
Compulsory Religion 


“On the subject of education, Arch- 
bishop [now Cardinal] Mcintyre [of 
Los Angeles] knows exactly where he 
stands, and so does everyone else 
within earshot. His denunciation of 
New York State’s so-called antidis- 
crimination bill in 1947 was said to 
have been the main instrument bring- 
ing about its defeat. Last fall he 
spearheaded a drive to pass a Califor- 
nia state referendum removing the tax 
on nonprofit private secondary schools, 
in which the Catholic Church has such 
a great interest. ... He has im- 
placably opposed progressive education, 
deploring what he thinks is its tend- 
ency to advocate atheism; and he de- 
cries what he believes is a flight from 
God in most public school teaching. 
‘As a citizen of Los Angeles,’ he said, 
‘where 50 per cent of the Catholics 
attend public schools, | maintain that 
the minimum religious requirements in 
those schools should be acknowledg- 
ment of the Divinity of Christ, and 
the sanction of the Ten Command- 
ments.’ . . ."—From “Life” magazine, 
February 9, 1953.

would perform the very function later 
repudiated by the Vatican. 

To sum up, POAU believes: 

1. That Mrs. Luce’s nomination should 
be considered on its merits without regard 
to her religious affiliation. 

2. That no United States diplomat of 
any kind should be sent to Vatican City, 
because to do so would be to violate the 
basic principle of separation of church 
and state. The fact that a Protestant 
might be chosen for such a mission—as the 
Episcopalian, Myron C. Taylor, was chosen 
in the past—would not make the move 
any more acceptable to citizens who up- 
hold our tradition of religious liberty. 

3. That Mrs. Luce should be asked to 
state what action, if any, she would take 
if American citizens whose religious rights 
were violated in Italy sought her diplo- 
matic intervention on their behalf. The 
latest of many such cases is that of the 
Rev. Anthony Caliandro, an American 
citizen and director of the Evangelical 
Biblical Institute at Portici, near Naples, 
who has been peremptorily ordered to 
leave Italy, presumably because his reli- 
gious activities are obnoxious to the Ital- 
ian government. 

Unless and until all such questions are 
cleared up, the national unity of the 
American people will remain seriously 
weakened. Can we afford to run the risk 
at this time of international crisis?

An American Voter Seeks an Honest Answer to an 
Important Question 


(The writer of the following letter has performed a signal service to his community by demand- 
ing that Catholic candidates for local school board positions take a clear stand for or against the “neu- 
tral or mixed” public school system which has been denounced, time and again, by the topmost 
leaders of the Roman Catholic Church. POAU recommends that all Americans who value their free- 
dom pose this basic question to all candidates for any office which carries with it the power to con- 
trol or influence the public school system. Non-Catholic candidates should also be asked to demon- 
strate their independence of the anti-democratic clerical machine which operates in virtually every 
community.) 


Dear Mr. Candidate ... 


| understand that you are a candidate for membership on our local school board. 
| understand also that you are a member of the Roman Catholic Church. 


Ordinarily the fact that you are a Catholic would not influence my vote one way 
or another. This is a free country, and no Protestant, Catholic, Jew or unbeliever 
should be rewarded or penalized at the polls for religious belief, or the lack of it. 
| respect your faith and | believe that the American Catholic people are on the whole 
loyal to our democratic way of life. 


But there is a law on the statute books of your Church which disturbs me very 
much. It was not written by American Catholics, and it has never been ratified by 
the American Catholic people, but the priests of your Church tell you that it is bind- 
ing on all Catholics everywhere. It reads: 


CANON 1374 


Catholic children must not attend non-Catholic, neutral, or mixed schools, that 
is, such as are open to non-Catholics. It is for the bishop of the place alone to 
decide, according to the instructions of the Apostolic See, in what circumstances 
and with what precautions attendance at such schools may be tolerated, without dan- 
ger of perversion to the pupils. 


This law, you will see, imposes a boycott on all public schools, because the pub- 
lic schools are open to the children of all faiths. The Holy Office of your Church has 
declared that the law applies to both the elementary schools and the high schools 
of the United States. (Bouscaren and Ellis, Canon Law, pp. 705-6.) The law takes 
away from you as a Catholic parent the moral right to choose a public school for your 
child’s education, and it gives the final decision to a Catholic bishop. That bishop 
is not chosen by you or your fellow Catholics in the United States but appointed in 
Rome, and when he decides which school your child must attend, he cannot act as 
a free American citizen but he must follow “‘the instructions of the Apostolic See.” 


Do you support this law of your Church? 


It seems to me that this is a fair question and that, before | vote for you as a 
member of our local school board, you should answer it directly and without evasion. 
The question has nothing to do with your personal religious faith. It concerns your 
Americanism and your obligation as an American official to support our public 
schools. 

Although you may be a person of the highest personal merit, | cannot vote for 
you unless you are willing to stand up and be counted against the boycott-rule of your 
own Church.

(4) That his appointment as Papal Nun- 
cio to the Republic of Ireland was an- 
nounced by the Vatican on November 27, 
1951. 

(5) That he was received on February 
24, 1952, by His Holiness, Pope Pius XII, 
that he was charged with the duties and 
responsibilities of his post as Papal Nun- 
cio to Ireland, that he accepted the duties 
of this office, and that he affirmed, de- 
clared, and swore allegiance to the Pope 
and to the State of which the Pope is 
supreme sovereign. 

(6) That he entered upon his duties as 
Papal Nuncio to the Republic of Ireland 
in March, 1952, presenting to the President 
of the Republic on March 6, 1952, his 
Letter of Credence from Pope Pius XII. 

(7) That since March 6, 1952, he has 
continued to perform the duties of Papal 
Nuncio to the Republic of Ireland, and 
that as a part of these duties he serves 
as the Dean of the corps of diplomatic 
representatives of foreign powers accredited 
to Ireland, in which capacity he takes 
precedence over the Ambassador of the 
United States. 

(8) That the duties of the said office 
of Papal Nuncio to Ireland are both po- 
litical and ecclesiastical, and that the said 
Gerald P. O’Hara is a political representa- 
tive of the foreign state, known simultane- 
ously as the Holy See and the Vatican 
City State, whose sovereign is Pope Pius 
XII. 

(9) That the political and diplomatic 
status of the said Gerald P. O’Hara, as 
Dean of the Diplomatic Corps in Dublin, 
has been frequently and publicly acknow!l- 
edged by the late Ambassador of the 
United States to Ireland and by the pres- 
ent Charge d’Affaires of the United States 
in Ireland. 

(10) That Section 349 of the Immigra- 
tion and Nationality Act of 1952, known 
as the McCarran Act, which is now in 
force forbids the service of any American 
citizen as the representative of a foreign 
government or state, as follows:— 


[Here the Act was quoted.] 


(11) That the Holy See and/or Vatican 
City State is, by its own claim and course 
of conduct, a foreign government or state 
within the meaning of Sec. 349 of the Act. 

(12) That the office of Papal Nuncio 
to the Republic of Ireland is one which 
requires an oath, affirmation, and/or dec- 
laration of allegiance within the meaning 
of Sec. 349 (a) (4) (B) of the Act. 

(13) That Gerald P. O’Hara, as the dip- 
lomatic representative of a foreign power, 
is sworn to uphold the interests of that 
power without regard to the special in- 
terests of the United States, of which he 
is now a citizen; that in the pursuance of 
his duties, he may be called upon to with- 
hold information from the government of 
the country of which he is a citizen, which 
information would be of value to that 
government; that in the pursuance of such 
duties, he may be called upon to engage in 
enterprises and activities which are con- 
trary to the policies of the Department of 
State of the government to which he owes 
allegiance as an American citizen. 

(14) That this pattern of dual allegiance

(15) That the remedy provided under 
the Act in this case is single, obligatory, 
and unconditional—the revocation of the 
American citizenship of the said Gerald P. 
O’Hara. 

(16) That, however, nothing in this Pe- 
tition shall be deemed to reflect upon the 
personal character or integrity of the said 
Gerald P. O’Hara, or upon the religious 
faith which he holds; nor should anything 
in this Petition be deemed to indicate that 
the Petitioner accepts or favors the union 
of church and state embodied in the for- 
eign political entity known as the Holy 
See and the Vatican City State, or desires 
the recognition of that entity as a com- 
bined church and state; nor does this Pe- 
tition imply the endorsement by the Pe- 
titioner of any other feature of the 
McCarran Act except these Sections herein 
cited. 

(17) That the Petitioner has an interest 
in the enforcement of the Immigration and 
Nationality Act as a citizen of the United 
States, an owner for more than three 
years of three parcels of real property in 
Orange County, Vermont, and a taxpayer 
of local property taxes and federal and 
state income taxes at his residence in Thet- 
ford Center, Vermont. 

WHEREFORE the Petitioner asks: 

(a) That the appropriate diplomatic of- 
ficial in the United States Embassy in 
Dublin certify the facts outlined in this 
Petition. (b) That, pending the final de- 
termination of the issues involved, the 
American passport of the said Gerald P. 
O’Hara be recalled. (c) That John Foster 
Dulles, Secretary of State of the United 
States, approve and issue, under Section 
358 of the Act, a Certificate of Loss of 
Nationality to the said Gerald P. O’Hara.

POAU CITES PAROCHIAL 
TEXT AS UN-AMERICAN 


The chairmen of the House Com. 
mittee on Un-American Activities 
(Rep. Velde) and the Senate Syb. 
committee on Internal Security (Sep, 
Jenner) “should seriously consider 
an inquiry into the un-American doc. 
trines which are currently being 
taught in Roman Catholic schools 
many of which are receiving 
amounts of public tax support,” 
POAU Executive Director Glenn [. 
Archer declared on March 3. Citing 
passages from Living Our Faith, 
Book Three of “The Catholic High 
School Religion Series,” Imprimatur 
Cardinal Spellman (published by 
William H. Sadlier, Inc., in 1945 and 
1946), Archer said that they con- 
tained “typical attacks on the prin- 
ciple of separation of church and 
state and on the religious beliefs of 
non-Catholic Americans.” He quoted 
such passages as the following: 

THE CHURCH IN THE UNITED 
STATES. In this country the Church 
has flourished to such a degree that we 
may be inclined to think that separation is 
a satisfactory and workable plan. The 
Church holds that this is still a com- 
promise and that the condition is the 
lesser of two evils. 

In 1895, Pope Leo XIII wrote to the 
Church in the United States: . . . [the 
Church] would bring forth more abundant 
fruits if in addition to liberty, she en- 
joyed the favor of the laws and the pa- 
tronage of public authority. .. . 

COUNTERFEIT RELIGIONS. The 
material, size, and shape of the paper and 
metal money in the United States is de- 
termined and authorized by the govern- 
ment ... and any other agency issuing 
such money is guilty of counterfeiting. In 
the same way, non-Catholic methods of 
eee God must be branded counter- 
CHE. « « o 

A FALSE RELIGION. Like all partially 
Christian sects, such social agencies as the 
Salvation Army, the Friend’s Committee, 
and the Y.M.C.A. are not a true religion 
and acceptance of them as such is a form 
of false worship. .. . 

The POAU leader also gave spe- 
cific examples of the misappropriation 
of tax funds in various states for the 
support of Roman Catholic schools 
propagating the “un-American doc- 
trines” contained in the textbook. 
“Indeed,” said Archer, “illicit liaisons 
between the Roman Catholic paro- 
chial schools and the public school 
system are becoming an all too com- 
mon pattern . . . in some places, for 
instance, public school texts ‘doc- 
tored’ to conform to Roman Catholic 
ideology are furnished free to paro- 
chial school pupils by the state.

To Prove Nuncio’s 


‘Political’ Function 


On February 23, Paul Blanshard submitted to the United States Embassy in Dublin a “SUPPLEMENTARY 
STATEMENT AND PETITION IN THE MATTER OF THE REVOCATION OF THE AMERICAN CITI- 
ZENSHIP OF ARCHBISHOP GERALD P. O’HARA, PAPAL NUNCIO TO THE IRISH REPUBLIC.” The 


text follows: 


Since the petition of February 16, 1953, 
in this matter was filed with the United 
States Embassy in Dublin, certain material 
admissions and new representations con- 
cerning the status of Archbishop Gerald 
p, O'Hara have been published by the 
Vatican. This Petitioner, therefore, wishes 
to submit this Supplementary Petition and 
make it part of the record in this case. In 
doing so, the Petitioner does not modify, 
alter or withdraw any allegation or re- 
quest in the original petition, but offers 
the following declarations and requests as 
supplementary thereto. 

1. That the task of the Papal (Apos- 
tolic) Nuncio to the Republic of Ireland 
js not exclusively in the religious and 
ecclesiastical field, but is the task of an 
Ambassador who has equal status with 
Ambassadors of secular states, and simi- 
lar functions. 

2. That the Catholic Encyclopedia de- 
fines Nuncio as “an ordinary and perma- 
nent representative of the Pope, vested 
with both political and_ ecclesiastical 
powers . . . ,” amd declares that: “The 
powers of papal Nuncios correspond to 
the two-fold character of their mission.” 

3. That in serving as Dean of the corps 
of diplomatic representatives of foreign 
states to the Republic of Ireland, Dr. 
O'Hara does not function as a priest or 
spiritual adviser but as a purely political 
and diplomatic spokesman. 

4. That the diplomatic representatives 
of all foreign states now accredited to the 
Irish Republic, including the United 
States, now recognize Dr. O’Hara in this 
exclusive political capacity. 

5. That the United States Ambassador 
could not, according to American tradition 
and usage, recognize any purely religious 
official as Dean of the Diplomatic Corps 
and continue to be a member of that 
Corps. 

6. That the recognized and customary 
title for a purely religious and ecclesiasti- 
cal representative of the Vatican in any 
nation is “Apostolic Delegate,” which title 
is not held by Dr. O’Hara. 

7. That the recognized and customary 
title for a  political-ecclesiastical repre- 
sentative or Ambassador of the Vatican 
to any nation is “Nuncio,” which title is 
held and employed by Dr. O’Hara. 

8. That by the traditions of international 
law, representatives of a state who possess 
ambassadorial rank occupy intimate posi- 
tions of trust and obligation in relation to 
their sovereign, and are presumed to render 
exclusive political allegiance to that sov- 
ereign and to the state which he rules. 

9. That by the traditions and laws of 
the United States, every American citizen 
is obligated to give primary political alle- 
giance to the United States. 

10. That the foreign sovereignty which 

b represents as Papal Nuncio is 
an indivisible sovereignty which embraces 
all political and ecclesiastical aspects of the 
Holy See, the Roman Catholic Church and 
the Vatican City State. 
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11. That thirty-nine governments 
throughout the world, including the gov- 
ernment of Italy, recognize this sovereignty 
as a foreign state by sending diplomatic 
representatives to its court, and many of 
these governments define their relationships 
to this state in formal international 
treaties. 

12. That the United States government 
has long acknowledged the existence of 
this foreign state as a legal entity, al- 
though it has refrained from sending 
diplomatic representatives to the Vatican 
court because of tke Constitutional prin- 
ciple of the separation of church and 
state. 

13. That the oath and/or affirmation of 
allegiance referred to in Paragraph 5 of 
the Petition is not limited to a special oath 
used exclusively for the Papal Nuncio to 
the Republic of Ireland, but includes also 
any affirmation, declaration, ceremonial or 
commitment of loyalty to the Pope and 
the Vatican which in fact binds Dr. 
O’Hara during his service or employment 
as Papal Nuncio. 

14. That a bishop’s oath of allegiance to 
the Pope and to the Roman Catholic 
Church is required of all Roman Catholic 
bishops, which oath is not exclusively 
spiritual or religious but binds all such 
bishops to continuing loyalty to the Vati- 
can’s indivisible sovereignty. 

15. That Dr. O’Hara is and continues to 
be a bishop and/or archbishop of the 
Roman Catholic Church, and that he has 
been such at all times during the period of 
his service as Papal Nuncio to the Re- 
public of Ireland. 

16. That in all aspects of his service as 
Papal Nuncio he is bound by his oath of 
allegiance as bishop to the same sovereign 
who appointed him to both posts and who 
has the exclusive power to remove him 
from both posts. 

17. That his bishop’s oath of allegiance 
is required for the office of Papal Nuncio, 
since all Papal Nuncios are drawn from the 
oath-bound episcopal class. 

18. That notwithstanding any oath or 
affirmation used exclusively by Dr. 
O’Hara as Papal Nuncio to the Republic 
of Ireland, his continuing allegiance under 
the bishop’s oath, combined with his po- 
litical activity on fureign soil, satisfies the 
requirements of the statute and brings him 
within the penalties prescribed by Section 
349 of the Act. 

19. That Roman Catholic bishops who 
are residents of the United States and en- 
gaged in purely religious activity are ex- 
empted from this penalty under Section 
351 (a) of the Act. Wherefore the Peti- 
tioner asks: 

1. That the inquiry under Section 358 
of the Act include all pertinent aspects of 
the issues raised in this Supplementary 
Petition, as well as in the original Petition. 

2. That the Petitioner be allowed thirty 
days in which to file briefs and exhibits 
in support of the petitions. 





ITALY TO PAY CHURCH 
CONSTRUCTION COSTS 


Some $12,000,000 (8,000,000,000 
lire) in tax funds will be used to erect 
new Roman Catholic churches and 
parish houses in Italy under terms of 
a recently passed bill. The ruling 
Christian Democratic (Roman Cath- 
olic) party pushed the measure 
through over the strong opposition 
of Social Democrats, Liberals, Re- 
publicans, Socialists, and Commu- 
nists in the Italian parliament. 


Opponents argued that neither the 
Constitution nor the 1929 Concordat 
with the Vatican contemplated the 
building of churches with state funds. 
Christian Democrats replied by point- 
ing out that Italy is “overwhelm- 
ingly” Roman Catholic and that the 
Roman Catholic Church deserves 
government support because it 
opened the doors of its convents and 
monasteries to shelter persecuted 
Jews, Socialists, and Communists 
during the Fascist era. The gov- 
ernment party defeated several 
amendments which were offered, in- 
cluding one to set aside a small por- 
tion of the appropriation for build- 
ing non-Catholic churches. 


The Rev. Manfredi Ronchi, Bap- 
tist pastor and president of the Fed- 
eral Council of Italian Evangelical 
Churches, commented: 


“Tt is unjust that the Italian State 
should undertake to pay this sum to 
build new Catholic churches while at 
the same time it hampers or prohibits 
the opening of Evangelical churches 
which already exist and were built 
with money spontaneously offered by 
the faithful.” 





As this issue goes to press, the 
State Department has declined to 
honor a request from Church and 
State that it make public its legal 
disposition of the February 16 and 
February 23 petition of Paul Blan- 
shard. The Department apparently 
hopes to hush the whole matter up. 
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PLAN TO GIVE PUBLIC HOSPITAL 
TO FRANCISCAN ORDER IN OHIO 


An “amazing proposal” to build a $1,500,000 public hospital at Jackson, 
Ohio, and then deed it over to a Roman Catholic Franciscan order is de- 
scribed in a recent issue of the Social Action News-Letter of the United 


Christian Missionary Society. 


“A huge new atomic energy plant is being planned in southeastern Ohio,” 


the article notes. “The town of 
Jackson, Ohio, aware that the influx 
of thousands of workers in the build- 
ing and operation of the plant will 
require additional hospital facilities, 
appointed a committee which has 
come up with this amazing proposal: 
that the community will raise $250,- 
000, $250,000 will be secured from 
the federal government under the 
Hill-Burton Act, and $250,000 will 
be provided by the Franciscan Order 
of the Sisters of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, with the understanding that 
when the hospital is completed it will 
be deeded in its entirety and without 
cost to the Order! Not content with 
this gift to the Roman Catholic 
Church, the committee proposes to 
ask for an additional $750,000 of fed- 
eral funds under Public Law 139, 
which provides assistance to critical 
defense communities. 

“The report of the committee was 
made to a mass meeting of citizens 
held in the Jackson auditorium on 
February 3, where, according to 
newspaper reports, the majority vot- 
ed in favor of the committee’s rec- 
ommendation.”’ 

Opposition to the plan, however, 
has developed among responsible cit- 
izens, including two clergymen and 
a doctor. The Rev. Allen R. Huber 
of the First Christian Church and the 
Rev. Paul I. Wachs of the Methodist 
Church expressed their disapproval 
in separate letters to The Jackson 
Herald. Huber proposed instead 
that there be erected a_ hospital 
“owned and controlled by the people 





of Jackson,’ who might choose, he 
said, from several alternative plans: 
a “cooperative hospital owned and 
operated by all those who buy $100 
life memberships and pay annual 
dues for hospitalization and medical 
care .. .”; a “community hospital 
built by a bond issue and owned and 
operated by the city”; or the “Oak 
Hill Plan to add twenty more rooms 
to the present Hospital-Clinic and 
have a hospital at very little cost, 
comparatively speaking.” He also 
declared that he “cannot support the 
present undemocratic procedure which 
asked for a vote without presenting 
the possible plans before us and 
without fully informing the public 
previous to the public meeting that 
the present plan deprives those who 
contribute of any control of the hos- 
pital which they build.” His Meth- 
odist colleague said: “I honestly be- 
lieve that government funds should 
not be used to aid the institutions of 
any religious denomination. Nor 
does it seem fair to me that when 
three parties contribute liberally to 
the building of a hospital, one of the 
parties should have sole owner- 
ship. . . .” Another opponent, ac- 
cording to the Social Action News- 
Letter, was Dr. Elizabeth Innis, who 
“stated her belief that free medicine 
could not be practiced in a hospital 
under Roman Catholic supervision 
and that there were other feasible 
plans for meeting the community’s 
needs.”

Close Up Loopholes, 
Kansas Leaders Ask 


New legislation to prevent sec- 
tarian misuse of public funds has 
been recommended by Kansas edu- 
cators who feel that existing laws 
leave too many loopholes. The pro- 
posals call for computing public 
school attendance figures only as re- 
ported from districts accredited by 
the State Department of Public In- 
struction, requiring private and pa- 
rochial schools to observe the state’s 
minimum educational standards, and 
distributing state and county funds 
only to accredited elementary public 
schools (there is now no clear defi- 
nition of the term “public school” in 
Kansas statutes). 

A case involving public support of 
parochial school education at Garden 
Plain, Kan., is now being considered 
by the courts.
